Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded , 

A sensational docoity was committed in the premises of 
the State Bank of India, Khatauli on the 16th December, 
1975 and the culprits escaped with Rs. 7 lakhs after killing 
a peon and a bank guard. Investigations revealed that the 
crime was committed by three residents of Muzallamagar. 
One of them was arrested on the 30th December, 1975 and 
lie gave the names of the other two accused alleged to have 
been involved. Reliable information was received by 
Inspector Mahabir Prasad Tyagi on the 1st June, 1976 that 
the wanted persons were living in Chandigarh under the 
assumed style of Raja and his Secretary. He rushed to 
Chandigarh with other police officers in plainclothes. On 
the 2nd June, 1976 Inspector Mahabir Prasad Tyagi spotted 
the desperadoes coming out of a hotel in Chandigarh, Since 
there was no time to forewarn the local police and seek their 
help, the police officers at the risk to Iheir own lives, took 
upon themselves the task of apprehending the two accused 
who were reported to be dangerous criminals involved in 
various heinous offences including murder and robbery. The 
police officers disclosed their identity and asked the accused 
to surrender. One of them immediately took out a knife and 
was about to assault Shri Mahabir Prasad Tyagi but he 
caught hold of the right hand of the culprit in a light gup 
who then tried to take out a loaded pistol from a trouser 
pocket with his other hand. Shri I. P. Singh of the police 
party caught hold of his hand and prevented him from taking 
out the pistol. In an effort to escape the accused bit deep 
into the arm of Shri Tyagi and also dashed his head several 
times on Shri Tyagi’s chest due to which he was severely 
injured. The other accused also tried to take out a pistol 
from his pocket but was held in a firm grip by Shri Vidva 
Prakash Awasthi. The accused then tried to evoke public 
sympathy that they were being kidnapped, The scuffle attract- 
ed public attention towards them and police soon arrived and 
arrested the accused. A sum of Rs, 2,71,668.25 was 
recovered from them along with a stengun. By this time 
Inspector Mahabir Prasad Tyagi became unconscious. He 
was removed to the hospital where he succumbed to his 
injuries after 17 days. 

In this action Shri Mahabir Prasad Tyagi and Shri Vidya 
Prakash Awasthi showed exemplary courage, initiative, deter- 
m illation and devotion to duty of a high order.

Express, which runs between Varanasi and Ahmed abad, left 
Pama Railway Station in Uttar Pradesh at 1,45 A.M. Sud- 
denly six persons travelling in a two-tier compartment of the 
train started assaulting and looting the property of the pas- 
sengers in the compartment. Three of them were armed 


with pistols and the others with knives. Sub-Inspector Dev 
Singh of the Uttar Pradesh Police and Sub-Inspector Ahma- 
duila Khan of the Madhya Pradesh Police were also travelling 
in the same compartment. Unmindful of the grave risk the two 
Sub-Inspectors challenged the dacoits and asked the passengers 
to ince them boldly.

On the 7th December, 1976 information was received 
about the presence of a gang of armed hostiles in Barun- 
eherrapar district Cachar. Shri Anm Chandra Dev, Com- 
pany Havildar Major, in-charge of the outpost, immediately 
organised a raiding party. On reaching the camp of the 
hostiles he divided his party into three groups, one for 
assault on the hostiles, another for preventing their escape 
and a third one for giving covering fire to his own party.

As the police party approached, the hostiles opened fire. The 
police party returned the fire. During the encounter Havildar 
Bidhu Bhusan Chakravarty saw a hostile hiding in a bush 
with his rifle aimed towards the police party.

On the 30th April, 1973 Shri Om Prakash was on patrol 
duty in the M ay a pur i Industrial area in connection with Delhi 
Bandh. He received information at about 10 J 5 A,M. that a 
riotous mob had surrounded a Printing Press. As he rushed 
to the spot he saw the mob setting fire to the building. The 
owner of the building and the members of his family were 
trapped in (he building. Shri Om Prakash, at the risk of his 
Jife, went inside the building and brought out the owner and 
members of his family one by one and took them to the police 
vehicles which were waiting outside the building. The 
infuriated mob attack the vehicles with stones and lalhies 
but the police paity was able to carry the owner of the Press 
and his family lo safety. After the vehicles had left, the 
mob tried to wieak vengeance on Shii Om Prakash and he 
was beaten up Unable to withstand the attack from the 
violent crowd singlehamledly, he fell to the ground but was 
saved due to the arrival of police reinforcements.

— The rules for a competitive exa- 
mination to be held by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion in 1978 lor the purpose of filling vacancies in Grade IV 
of the following Services are published for general informa-

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribe,, in 
icspect of vacancies as may be fixed hv the Government 


Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order,

4. A candidate must be either ; —

(b) n subject of Nepal, or 

(c> a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the ilsl January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, 01 

(e) a person of Indian -origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanz- 
ania, Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia and 
Vietnam with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 

(c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given onlv after the necessary eligi- 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India.

(ix) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and Released as a consequence thereof; 

(x) up to g maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; who belong to the Scheduled Cartes or the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

(xi) up to a maximum of thiee years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during lndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
re leased as a consequence thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during lndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republia of Tanzania or 
who is a repatriate of Indian origin from Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia. 

(c) A candidate who exceeds the prescribed upper age 
limit on the crucial date viz, 1st January, 1978 and who was 
detained under the Maintenance of Internal Security Act or 
was arrested or imprisoned under the Defence and Internal 
Security oP India Act, 1971 or Rules thereunder during the 
period of Internal Emergency between 25-6-75 and 2L3-77 
on account of alleged political activities or association with 
erstwhile banned 'organisations and thus prevented from 
appearing at the examination while he was still within the 
age-limits prescribed for admission to this examination, will 
be eligible to appear at the examination subject to the condi- 
tion that he should not have sat for i.c. (he should have 
foregone) the examination at least once during the period 
between June, 1975 and March, 1977.

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having regard 
to his character and antecedents is suitable in all respects for 
appointment to the Service. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who after such physical examination as Government or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed.

APPENDIX III 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability of 
their being of the required physical standard. The regula- 
tions are also intended to provide guidelines to the medical 
examiners. 

2. The Government of India reserve to themselves abso- 
lute discretion to "reject or accept any candidate after consi- 
dering the report of the Medical Board. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 

2 V In the mattei of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, Weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidates height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the standard 
with his feet together ^nd the weight thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks 
and shoulders touching the standard, the chin will be depres- 
sed to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar and the heigh will be recorded in centimetres and parts 
of a centimetre to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will foe measured as follows 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, and 
to raise his aims over his head. The tape will be so ad- 
justed round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
interior angles of the shoulder blades behind and lies in the 
same horizontal plane when the tape is taken round the chest. 
The arms will taken be lowered to hang loosely by the side, 
and care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown up- 
wards or backwaids so as to displace the tape/ Hie candi- 
date will then be directed to take a deep inspiration several 
times and the maximum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully noted and the minimum and maximum will then be re- 
corded in centimetres 84 — 89, 86 — 93 etc. Tn recotding the 
measurements, fractions of less than a centimetre should not 
bo noted. 
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N.B. — The height and chest of candidate should bt 
measured twice before coming to a limit decision. 

5. (tie candidates will also bo weighed and his weigh l it, 
corded in kilograms; fraction of a half of a kilogram should 
not be noted. 

6. (a) Tie candidate's eye-sight will be tested In accot 
dance with the following rules. The result of each -est will 
be recorded. 

(b) There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but the naked eye vision of the candidates shall, however, 
be recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every ease, ns it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition, of the eye.

(e) Field of vision .- — The field of vision shall be tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test gives unsatisfactory 
or doubtful results the field of vision should be determined 
on the perimeter. 

(f) Night Blindness . — Broadly there arc two types of night 
blindness, ( ]) as a result of vlt. A deficiency and (2) as a 

jesuli of Organic Disease of Retina — u common cause being 
iLLn.itis pigmentosa, in (1) the fundus is normal .generally 
seen in younger age-group and ill-nourished persons, and 
Improves by large doses of Vil. A- in, (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult, and mny not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fun- 
dus is not involved clectro-Retinography is required to be 
done. Both these tests fdark adaptation and relinogmphy) 
are time-consuming and require specialized set-up and equip- 
ment, and thus are not. possible as a routine* test In a medical 
check-up. Because of these technical considerations it is 
for the Ministry /Department to indicate if these tests for 
night blindness are required to be done. This will depend 
upon the job requirement, and nature of duties to be per- 
formed by the prospective Government employee. 

(g) Ocular condition other than visual acuity.— (i) Any 
-organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 

likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con- 
sidered a disqualification. 

(ii) Squint . — For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acquitv 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard should be consider- 
ed a disqualification. For other services the presence of 
squint should not be considered as a disqualification, if the 
visual acquity is of I lie prescribed standard. 

(iii) One rye.- If a person has ono eve or if he has one 
eye which has normal vision and the other eye is cmbylypic 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect is that the person 
lacks stereoscopic vision for perception of depth- Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board 
may recommend as fit shond persons provided the normal eye 
has — 

(i) 6/6 distant vision and J1 near vision with or with- 
out glasses provided the error in any meridian is 
not more than 4 diopters for distant vision. 

fii) has full field of vision, 

(iii) normal colour vision wherever required, 


Provided the board is satisfied that the candidate can per- 
form all the functions for the particular job in question. 

(h) Contact Lenws . — During the medical examination of 
:t enndidme, the use of contact lenses is not be allow id. It. 
is necessary that when conducting eye test, the illumination of 
the type letters for distant vision should have an illumination 
of 15 foot-candles. 

7. Blood Pressure 

The board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 

A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows ; — 

(i) With young subjects 15 —25 years of age tnc aver- 
age is about 100 plus the age, 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of the age the general 
rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfac- 
tory. 

N.fi . — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious nnd 
the cundidnte should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate's fitness 
or otherwise. The hospitalization, report (should indicate 
whether the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature 
due to excitement etc. or wheLhcr it is due to any organic 
disease. In nil such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic 
examination, of heart and blood uren clearance test should 
also be done as a routine. The final decision ns to the fit- 
ness or otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the 
Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
pflbcnt, and particularly his arm is relaxed he may be either 
trying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patients side in a more or less horizontal position. The arm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cull com- 
pletely deflated should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm, and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at tho bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg and then slowly deflated. 

The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds arc heard represents/ the Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of the column at which the wcll-henrd 
clear sounds charge to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
n fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Some times as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are beard, at a certain level : they may dis- 
appear as pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level, 
This ‘Silent Gap’ mny cause error in rending.) 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board finds sugnr present in a candidate’s urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms snegestive of diabetes. Tf, except for 
the nlycosurin the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required thev may pass the can- 
didate fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic and 
the Board will refer the case to a. specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical ,nnd laboratory he considers neccssarv including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “fit” or “unfit”. The candidate will 
not be required to appear in person before the Board on the 
second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it mav 
be necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital 
under strict supervision. 
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9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found to 
be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over should be declared 
temporal ily unlit until the confinement is ovci. She should be 
rc-cxnmined for a fitness certificate six weeks after the dale 
of confinement subject to the production of a medical certifi- 
cate of fitness from a registered medical prnctition.

Medical Board's Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner 

The standard of physical illness to be adopted should made 
due allowance lor the age and length of service, if any, of 
Lhe candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case may be that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting 
him, or likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
the future as well as the present and that one of the main 
objects of medical examination is to secure continuous effec- 
tive service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or payments in case of 
premature death. It is at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service, and the rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defect which is only a small 
porportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members 
(i) a physician, (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Ophthalmologist 
^i^of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. 
A lady doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Indian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in 
or out of Tndia. In case of such a candidate the Medi- 
cal Board should specially record their opinion as to 
his fitness or otherwise for field service. The report of 
Lhe Medical Board should be treated as confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unlit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for rejee 
lion may be communicated to the candidate in broad 
terms without giving mi nulc details regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board, 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a canidatc for Government ser- 
vice can be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) a 
statement to that effect should be recorded by the Medi- 
cal Board. There is no objection to a candidate being 
informed of the Board's opinion to this effect by the 
appointing authority and when a cure has been effected 
it will be open to the authority concerned to ask for 
another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared “Tem- 
porarily Unfit 1 ’ the period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maxi- 
mum, On re-examination after the specified period these 
candidates should not be declared temporarily unfit tor 
a further period but a final decision in regard to their 
fitness for appointment or otherwise should be given.

Objective Test 

Your examination will be what is called an ‘OBJECTIVE 
TEST’. In this kind of examination you do not write de- 
tailed answers. For each question (herein after referred to 
as item) several possible answers are given. You have to 
choose one answer (hereinafter referred to as response) to 
each item. 

This manual is intended to give you some information 
about the examination so that you do not suifer due to 
unfamiliarity with the type of examination. 

Nature of the Test 

The question paper will be in the form of test booklet. 
The booklet will contain items bearing number 1, 2, 3.. ..etc. 
Under each item will be given suggested responses marked 
a, b, c, etc. Your task will be to choose the correct or if 
you think there are more than one correct, the best response. 
See sample question at the end. In any case in each item 
you have to select only one response; if you select more than 
one, your answer will be considered wrong. 

Method of Answering 

A separate answer sheet will be provided to you in the 
Examination Hall. You have to mark your answer on the 
answer sheet. Answers marked on the test booklet or in 
any paper other than the answer sheet will not be examined. 

In the answer sheet, numbers of the items from V to 200 
have been printed in four sections. Against each item re% 
ponses a, b, c, d, e are printed.
